1 la* insanity defense has done its work 
b y saving a few r« -al madmen from the 
scaffold, to drag out th<* rest of the liv 
ing death that life is to them iu asylums 
>i to plot new dangers to the communi­ 
ty, b ut it has offered untold encourage­ 
ment nml immunity to crime, and it has 
leprived us of some of our b ravest and 
mr b est. 
The tolerance of the crank 
digs the mine and lay* the train b y which 
innocent men and valued citizens are to 
come to their death whenever some js> 
uliarly stim ulating and exciting cir- 
umstanco set* the disarranged mind of 
the crank on murder. Emb ryo assassins 
wulk the streets of nearly all our largt j 
iti« *e and are regarded oulv with a pity* I 
mg smile.
